It's  like  the  veiw  one  gets 
through  a  kaleidoscope,  all  the  bright  separate  colorfid  pieces  fall 
together  into  a  cohesive  picture  despite  their  arrangement.  We  are  a 
group  of  students,  seniors,  juniors,  and  sophomores,  each  of  whom  has 
traxelled  an\'  one  of  innumerable  paths  to  Columbia  Nursing. 

As  we  put  together  this  book,  it's  impossible  for  us  to  imagine  students' 
reasons  and  goals  in  relation  to  their  schooling,  such  things  being 
individual  and  private.  But  ultimately  we  are  here  to  develop  a  career, 
even  to  redefine  ourselves.  Much  of  what  we've  been  through  —  poor 
classes,  hard  work,  endless  self-criticism  —  must  be  endiu-ed  because 
there  is  an  end  in  mind.

Sometimes  I  manel  at  how  each  and  everNone  of  us  began  as  a  small  seed  too  miniscule  to  have  much 
if  any  potential  realized.  When  I  think  of  the  strength,  the  energy,  locked  in  ever>'  newborn,  I  am 
awestruck. 

On  a  less  global  le\el,  I  consider  m\-  own  e.xistence,  my  potential,  and  what  becoming  a  successful 
nurse  has  meant  and  now  means  to  me.  Caring  and  giving  I  equate  with  success,  and  both  I  etjuate  with 
nursing.  I  have  wanted  to  be  a  nurse  since  I  was  about  five.  Already  at  that  time,  I  sensed  that  nursing  was 
a  people  oriented  profession.  I  liked  that  idea.  Dancing  around  the  house  as  a  young  girl  with  a 
second-hand,  faded  nurse's  cap  on,  I  longed  for  the  day  when  I  would  wear  a  "real'   cap. 

Now,  eighteen  years  later,  I  am  approaching  my  life-long  dream.  In  this  last  stretch  of  nursing  school,  I 
am  busily  tn,ing  to  absorb  all  the  essential  nutrients  necessary  to  provide  effective  nursing  care.  Yet,  I 
have  a  need  at  this  time  to  reflect  upon  the  growth  process  that  has  brought  me  to  the  point  of  putting  my 
nursing  dreams  into  action. 

I  am  forced  to  remember  cold  winters  at  big  universities  taking  what  seemed  to  be  endless 
prerequisites  for  nursing  school.  I  think  of  isolating  experiences  where  I  expended  energy  trying  to 
cultivate  roots  in  a  profession  where  too  often  forces  seemed  to  be  washing  away  the  ground  where  I 
toiled.  Before  I  entered  nursing  school,  I  saw  less  than  optimal  care  being  provided  to  patients  by  nurses 
and  other  health  professionals  in  a  variety  of  settings.  It  was  frustrating,  but  I  moved  ahead.  I  continued  to 
view  nursing  as  mainly  a  caring  profession,  until  I  started  nursing  school  at  Columbia  last  year. 

By  being  at  Columbia,  I  have  learned  that  nursing  is  indeed  what  I  thought  it  to  be,  but  it  is  much  more 
too.  Nursing  is  spiritual  in  my  eyes,  but  I  also  now  believe  it  includes  a  fine  nieshin.g  of  all  the  sciences.  I 
have  learned,  as  a  student  in  nursing,  that  "caring"  must  mean  understanding  health  and  illness  in  terms 
of  the  sciences  in  addition  to  meaning  compassion. 

"The  art  of  nursing  must  not 
be  buried  in  the  science,"  stated 
Leah  Curtin.  While  I  have 
always  agreed  with  that,  may  I 
add  that  neither  should  the 
science  of  nursing  be  buried  in 
the  art.  While  initially  this 
realization  v%'as  painful  for  me,  it 
is  one  of  the  many 
nursing-related  conflicts  which, 
at  this  point  in  time,  I  have 
resolved.  Although  I  know  that 
in  this  profession  I  will  grow  for 
ever,  I  no  longer  feel  like  a 
seedling.  My  roots  are  now 
firmly  planted. 

Because  of  the  rich  soil  that 
nurtured  me,  I  have  persisted 
and  survived.  The  supportive 
environment  which  allowed  for 
this  has  been  provided  by  many. 
My  family  and  friends  have 
helped  me  endure.  Columbia 
School  of  Nursing,  its  sensitive 
faculty  members,  and  my 
spirited  classmates  have  all 
played  a  part  in  turning  my  age 
live  fantasy  into  a  reality. 

All  challenges  which  in  the 
past  seemed  like  obstacles,  have 
lead  me  to  new  growth  and 
increased  self-awareness. 
During  my  own  growth,  I  have 
watched  my  classmates  also 
cultivating  their  roots,  and  I  am 
proud  of  tnem.  Happy  finally  to 
be  among  a  crop  of  new  nurses,  I 
revel  in  this  moment.
